^ - The -house is one of the oldest in 
Montreal, and its credit has been 
hitherto second to uono in Canada. 
In 1851 Mr. James Ferrier, jr., suc- 
ceeded to tho businens, as owner of 
the house, with a capital of $3G,'279.15, 
. ctt>e ^QUnt being a loan from his 

1' -i tfather. He cairied on the business 
•with success till 185S, which the sur- 
plus amounted to ?10'2,uG0. A part 
nership was then formed between 
Messrs. James and George P. Ferrier, 
and the above surplus was divided 
and placed to capital account as fol- 
lows:— James Eerricr, jr., |8(),5U0; 
George D. Terrier, ??l(i,OUO. 

Tho whole surplus vv:is profits made 
to date, added to the S:^f);()UU capital 
at the commencement. From 1858 to 
to 1876 the profits fluctuated greatly.

Mr. DoCosmo3 moved— When tho mo 
tion ia mado for tlio Ilonso to go into 
CJommitteo of Supjjly— That the Spopkor 
doi not now leave t'le chair, but that it bo 
resolved, "That in 1871 tha public faith 
and honour of Canada was pledged in tho 
most aolema manner to BriUBh Golambia 
to ensure the oo'mmenaenient simultane- 
oualy within twoyoars from the date ofUn- 
ioa of tlii3 construction of a nuUviiy from 
the Pauilio towiuda tho llTiky Mountains, 
and from snoh point iis might be settled 
east of tho Rocky Mountains towards the 
Pacillo, to oouneot tho seabord of British 
Columbia with the railway system of 
Canada, nnd furtlier to secure the com- 
pletion of Ruuh railway within ten years 
from tho date of Union; that owing to 
divers causes tho construction of the said 
railway was not oommonced in British 
Columbia or olsewhere at tho time agreed 
upon; that in 1871 tho Government of 
Ca'nclda'^Qpplied for to British Columbia, 
and afterwards socurod and accoptoil, 
through the intervention and upon the 
reuommendation of her Majesty's princi- 
pal S(!cretary of State for the Colonies, an 
agreoniuut for tho relaxation of tho rail- 
way clauso of tho Terms of Union, and 
the public faith and honour of Canaih* 
now stand pledged to carry the naid 
agreement respecting the said relaxation 
" of' jjhe. railway clauso of the Terms of 
'Union forthwith in operation; that not 
withstanding tho public faith and honour 
of Canada stand twico soleiutily pledged 
to construct tho said railwny, and coni- 
meuco tho actual construction thsreof iu 
British Columbia and elsewhere; and not- 
■With'jtanding that nearly live years have 
passed since the day of Uuiou.und nearly 
tkrea years have elapsed from tbe date at 
■which Oanadn agreed first that the actual 
construction should be commenced, and 
nearly oigliteo:: months since she agreed 
the seooud time to commence the con- 
Btruotion, yet the Oovornniont have not 
np to tho presout moment commenced tho 
actual construction of tho said railway in 
the said Provinoo — that, therefore, this 
House is of the opinion that the Goveru- 
mont should forthwith promptly com- 
mence and vigorjualy and coptinnonsly 
prosecute tho work of tho actual con- 
struction of tho said railwiy within Bri- 
tish Columbia in rccordancu with its 
solemn pledges to that Province. Ho 
gave a history of tho negotiations which 
preceded tho entrance of British Colum 
bill into the Dominion, and those which 
have taken place since, and said that be 
believed that the Dominion Government 
were willing to carry out the Terms of 
Union, but tho fi lends of the Minister of 
Justice in the Senate joined the Opposi- 
tion, and by that means threw out the 
bill for tho construction of the portion 
of the PaoiBo railway from Ifanaimo to 
Esquima t. He said that if the fripnds 
of the Government in the Senate had 
supported that bill, the Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo railway would have been con- 
Btructod and the dilUculty with regard to 
it would uot now exist. He charged the 
Government with having shown great 
duplicity in sending surveyors to lay out 
the route of that road,' thus leading tho 
people of British Columbia to believe 
that this road was going fo be built, while 
at tho same time a dispatch was in exist- 
ence, anc" said to have been inadvertently 
delayed, which showed that they did not 
intend to bnild it. Lt tters which be had 
rsoeotly received from his constituents 
informed him that the dissatisfaction at 
this road not being begun was so great 
that unless it was soon commenced the 
Province would secede from tho Union. 
He pointed out that with a view to the 
construction of tbe road a certain amount 
of land had been reserved on both sides 
of it, and that that reservation still exist 
ed. The Government were bound, ac- 
cording to the last amiigcment mnilc with reKanl 10

EniToa Colonist: — I am pleased to 
see that tho present embarrassed con. 
dition of tho .Province has elicited 
from many good citizens their views as 
to the best mode of extricating her 
from her difficulties, and all seem to' 
point to increased taxation as the only 
available source of relief ;but I fear that 
indiscriiiiinato taxation as recommend- 
ed by Boiui; of tho writers will only 
result in the ruin of tho country in- 
stead of affording relief. 

Your correspondent "Truth Teller," 
advances the proiiosition that "new 
coiintrioH should bo taxed to the ex- 
treme liiiiil." If ho meauB by tlii.s 
tliat tliey should bo taxoil to the ox- 
troiuo limit they can properly bear, 
there can be no objection to bia views 
— for the ostreme limit will be easily 
reached in this poor country; but if 
ho intends to assert that evory cent 
should bo ground out of her by taxa- 
tion that can by any possibility bo ob- 
tained, there he certainly must bo in 
error. He might as well as sort that 
the proper mode of helping a strug- 
gling team out of the miro is to add to 
its loiui. 

Another proposition of "Truth Tel- 
ler's" is that "coal, gold and lumber 
constituted the wealth of the Province, 
and that individuals should not bo 
pernutted to use this wealth for their 
own advantage." Now, sir, of all tho 
(-rriirs I, hat has nursed this country 
those born of those or similar views 
have been the most pernicious. 
For to treat, land, or anything 
it contains as intrinaically valuables 
independent of its use, is nu 
urr(jr. \Vliat aro coal, gold or timber 
worth until labor and capital have 
been applied to their development?
